geen the Prince of Wales lately speaks of the 
Gigns of care which have crept into his 
hitherto jolly ex , 
ailment is to depress; but it would be wrong 
to put down his present anziety to hin state 
of health. He is worried by the persistent 
rumors regarding tho connection of his son, 
Prince Albert Victor, with the west end 
scandal, These rumors have no foun- 
dation sve in the inventive imagina- 
tion of thos who give them cur- 
rency, Scandals which have touched his 
own household have left their mark upon 
him, and he is using whatever influence he 

to secure, if posible, a complete 
revelation of the actual facts. In this con- 
nection it may be remarked that a singular 
rumor is afloat to the effect that the stories 
about the young heir presumptive were 
started with a view to keeping the Prince of 
Wales quiet. The report is that the men 
of rank and title who are implicated in the 
Bomerset scandals knew that they need 
expect no sympathy from the prince, and 
that none of the influence of the royal 
family would be used to shield them from 
police investigation and judicial exposure. 
The prince, though he has never pretended 
to be a saint, nover descended to the depths 
of vice reached by the effeminate creatures 
who are now fleeing from the wrath to come, 
Their only hop» of supprosing the investiga- 
tion, » the story runs, was to implicatea 
member of the prince's family in their mis 
deeds, and thus bring the great influence of 
the prince to bear upon the side of silence 
and oblivion. It so happens, however, that 
the prince's belief in his son’s innocence is 
stronger than his natural repugnance to the 
publicity which further ventilation of the 
affair wiust entail, and the outlook is bad for 
the accused aristocrats, whatever it may be 
for young Prince Albert Victor. 


GLADSTON ES PROGRAM. 


The Government's Foreign Policy to be 
Altacked—The O’shen-Parnell Case. 


Loxpon, Jan. 15.—Mr. Gladstone proposes 
to make an attack on the foreign policy of the 
Government on the opening of Parliament 
and isin consultation with his colleagues of 
the Liberal party on the sunject. His plan is 
to ask Lord Salisbury why he has allowed 
Germany to acquire a paramount position in 
East Africa which may interfere with Eng- 
land's general interests and paralyze her 
power in the whole of Africa. He will com- 
pere ber attitude toward Germany and her 
domineering treatment of Portugal, the dif- 
ference being now apparent to the world to 
the humiliation of Eugland, 

He will also refer to the inaction of the 
government in full view of the Turkish out- 
rages in Crete and Armenia, and the shame 
ful perversion of justice in the case of Mous- 
oa Key, acquitted in the face of the cumula- 
tive and uncontradicted ovidencs against 
him, evidently through the intervention of | 
the Turkish Government in his favor, The ; 
details of this plan will be thoroughly con- 
sidered by the Liberal leaders before Parlia 
ment asembles, by which time the program 
will be arranged.
